Collectors Love To Take Wooden Nickels.

The phrase ‘‘don’t take 
any wooden nickels’’ strikes 
terror in the hearts of 
members of the Canadian 
Association of Wooden 
Money Collectors — if they 
don’t take them, somebody 
else will! 

The CAWMC is the heart of 
over 100 enthusiastic 
members interested in the 
flourishing hobby of wooden 
nickel collecting. The club 
gives members an _ op- 
portunity to collect, buy, 
trade and sell primarily 
Canadian issues of wooden 
money among themselves. 

Established three years 
ago by Canadian initiative, 
members now come from all 


over Canada and the U.S. 
Present elected officers are 


Garry Braunwarth of 
Calgary, Alta., president; 
Victor Hall, London, Ont., 
vice-president; and Bruce 
Watt, Oshawa, Ont., 
secretary-treasurer. In 
addition, there is a board of 
governors with six elected 
members. 

Dues for the association 
amount to $3 annually. 
Applications for mem- 
bership are available from 
Bruce Watt, 1153 Northridge 
St., Oshawa, Ont. L1G 3P3. 

On acceptance, club 
members are issued a thin 
wooden membership card 
bearing their name, 
membership number and the 
signature of the secretary- 
treasurer. A monthly 


-bulletin, Timber Talk, is sent 


free to members. 

Edited by Garry Braun- 
warth, this wood newspaper 
informs members of any new 


issues of wooden- nickels 
available, in addition to any 
older ones unearthed by 
members. Articles and 
contributions pertaining to 
new issues, histories of 
particular woods or any 
interesting stories on wood 
are always welcome from 
members. 

To help collectors with 
their wood lore, author John 
Curtis has compiled a basic 
list of the more than 700 
issues of known Canadian 
woods. Titled A List of 
Wooden Money, it is a first- 
class reference and mem- 
bers receive additions and 
deletions to the list at 


regular intervals. A copy can § 


be purchased from Mr. 
Curtis at Box 263, 
Willowdale, Ont. M2N 2S9. 
All the provinces are in- 
cluded along with the 
varieties and, in most cases, 
the number issued. 

The oldest Canadian wood, 
according to the list, is the 
rare Black Walnut, made 
from that type of tree and 
issued to commemorate the 
opening of the Dominion 
Exhibition in Montreal in 
1880. With only 30 pieces 
known to. have been 
manufactured, this old piece 
would probably command a 
price in excess of $75. 

In comparison, current 
issues range in price from 
two for 35 cents to $1 apiece. 
Prices are not included in the 
wood list as the older issues 
are relatively expensive and 
sometimes almost’ im- 
possible to find. At any rate, 
prices do vary depending on 
the year of issue and the 
number of pieces available. 
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Examples of Alberta wooden tokens 


Basically, there are a 
number of reasons for 
issuing wooden nickels. 
Numismatic societies and 
clubs, such as those in 
Calgary and Edmonton, 
have issued them to com- 
memorate their annual coin 
shows. (The club in Brooks, 
Alta., made an unusual 
Square wooden nickel with 
the inscription hand stamped 
on the thin plywood. To my 
knowledge, this is the only 
such piece in existence.) 
- Towns and cities 
sometimes manufacture 
wooden pieces to mark their 
birthdays. Bowness, Allta., 
celebrated their 50th an- 
niversary with a _ jubilee 


nickel. Red Deer, Alta., 
issued a Stolen From Red 


Deer in 1962 piece for 
publicity purposes. 
Merchants and _ other 


groups issue wooden nickels 
to promote goods and ser- 
vices or commemorate 
events. The Lavoi Hotel in 
St. Paul, Alta., issued a piece 
redeemable for 50 cents in 
lodging. The Secretariat in 
Lethbridge, Alta., issued 
wooden nickels in 1976 to 
promote the opening of their 
secretarial and telephone 
answering service. The 
nickel is also given as a 
calling card to businessmen 
and individuals who avail 
themselves of the services. 


These are just a few 
examples of how wooden 
nickels are put to good use in 
Alberta. There have been 
wooden nickel displays at 
various coin shows and these 
events are_ ideal op- 
portunities to see some of 
Canada’s finest woods. 


If CAWMC members are in 
attendance, you will see an 


active swap session and a 
lively group discussion on 


new finds and older .gems. 

So, if you hear some one 
say ‘‘don’t take any wooden 
nickels’’, by all means take 
them. You may be in for a 
pleasant start to an unusual 
and a flourishing hobby.
